The Carl Realty Company of 
Lexington, of which Leo Barbo is 
president, received a conditional 
approval from Wilmington’s Sel~ 
ectmen, Monday night, for their 
Proposed industrial park, under the

Approval of the proposed grad- 
ing of the Barbo-Tambone Indus- 
trial park was made conditional 
upon the approval by the Wilming- 
ton P| Board of the De 
finitive subdivision plans, to .be 
Submitted in the near future, 

Overhanging the hour long hear- 
ing, but hardly mentioned, was a 

@, letter from the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission to the North 
Reading Conservation Commission 
which was read in the meeting of 
the North Reading Selectmen on 
August llth, The letter was about 
a well, a source of North Reading’s 
supply of public water, located in 
North Reading, near Furbush Pond, 
In the letter were twophrases 
‘A threat to your wellfield’ and ‘We 
are convinced your well field will 
suffer’, phrases which were known 
to some of those present in the 
meeting room of the Selectmen 
Monday night. 

Atty Joseph Courtney, former 
Town Manager of Wilmington, who 
was sporting a black eye, inflicted 
in a playful tussle with his dog, 
told the Wilmington Selectmen that 
the site of the Carl Realty Co in- 
dustrial park is about 1000 feet 
from the North Reading wellfield, 
North Reading, Courtney said, is 
investigating to see whether or not 
any grading on the Carl Realty site 
would affect thelr water supply. 
Carl Realty, he assured the Sel- 
ectmen, would co-operate with 
North Reading to provide a drain- 
age system which would protect 
the North Reading well, 


the Dana Parkins & Son firm of 
Reading, and by Robert Jackson, 
an enginéer for the Carl Realty 
Company. 

Martinage had a number ofplans 
for the area, including a photo taken 
from the air, a few years ago, and 
more recent than those of Wil- 
mington, He told the Wilmington 
Selectmen that no determination 
had been made, as to how any 
grading would affect North Read- 
ing.

Areas in North Reading, along 
Concord Street, had been zoned 
for industry by that Town, Court- 
ney pointed out, which were closer 
than was the Carl Realty Co to the 
welifield,
